The first cost of an electric plow, 


with four shares, is as follows: Cost of 
stationary steam engine complete, 40 
to 45 horse-power, $3,094; dynamo ma- 
chine, including foundations and driv- 
ing belte, to produce 33,000 watts per 
hour, $1,190; electric conduits, complete, 
1.80 miles in length, $1,100; motor and 
plowing1 gear, $2,060; chain and anchors, 
$210; total cost of an electric plow, 
$7,744. 


The amount of work that can be done 


with a four-share plow in a day of ten 
hours is given as lour square hectares, 
a little less that nine acres. To work 
the machine requires one engineer, one 
driver, one man to attend the chain 
and anchors, and two boys to attend 
the cable carriages. 


It will be seen from the above that 


electricity in plowing is not likely to 
become popular in this country. The 
first cost of the machinery alone would 
be prohibitory.

CREMATION IN PARIS.

Tbe Mamb«r of tnela.ratloiis 


from Tear to Year. 


The advocates in this country of cre- 


mating dead bodies will be somewhat 
encouraged by the reports that come 
from Paris of the number of incinera* 
tions that took place there during the 
first four months of 1835. Tbe number 
of incinerations that occur, either in 
accordance with a previous request of 
the person whose body is disposed of 
or at the instance of the represents 
tives, increases every year with ffrpa 
regularity, though not rapidly. Accord- 
ing to the statistics published by the 
prefect of police, the number of cre- 
mations that took place ut the t'ere 
Lachaise cemetery from August, 1889. 
to the end of April. 1895, were as fol- 
low s: 1889, 49; 1890,121; 1891, H4; 1892, 
150; 1893. 189; 1894, 216, and 1895 (four 
months), 75.

Accord- 
ing to this method, incineration takes 
place a little more rapidly than in the 
Toisoul furnace, but the expense is 
greater bv nearly a quarter as much.—

tdeal Creation of a Busy New 


York Housewife.

My ideal kitchen, seen as yet only in 


my mind's eye, is about IS feet square; 
the floor Is of birch, doors and win- 
dow frames of spruce, other woodwork 
of 'Georgia pine, all oiled and shel- 
lacked. The side's of the room are ceiled 
with the pine to a height of four feet; 
the remaining space is covered with pa- 
per and border of a cheerful, creamy 
complexion.

and wire dish-drainer, respectively. 1 
shall also keep a high stool there for 
the benefit of the dishwasher \vhenshe 
feels inclined to sit down to her work. 
The space under the long bench is filled 
with tw o rows otdrawers, four in each 
row, wherein will, be kept kitchen and 
cooking materials too numerous to 
mention. A windmill pumps the wa- 
ter that comes through a pipe into the 
house, the faucet being over the sink. 
Above the faucet, high enough sp thai, 
it need never be -spattered, is a half 
window; on this side, also, is an out 
side door opening on to a piazza, where 
in summer I can sit to shell peas or 
pare apples, and cnjO3- at the same 
time the "view " and the fresh air.

time, \vith no thought of Hies or mos- 
quitoes. In summer, also, 1 ha^e screen 
doois at the two outside doors and the 
shed door, the two forinei being re- 
placed in winter by storm doors. — L.

It Might Have Worked Had Both 


MenBeenmEarnest-Bodgens • 


& Winters the Intended ' 


Victims. 


A young tramp giving his name as 


Charles Rawlins is in the county jail. 
He was put there last night charged 
with an attempt to hold-up Rodgers and 
rob the till of the firm of Rodgers & 
Winters, butchers, 1124 East Eldorado 
street. 


Rawlins came i% Monday morning, 


supposedly from Chicago, and cheesed 
a grip at the Central House.

tion to the grip he had a revolver and 
plenty of ammunition, which were dis- 
covered upon his person at the time of 
his arrest.

They slept to- 
gether at the new stfaft and dreamed 
over the matter Tuesday night, but be- 
fore the shades of Wednesday night 
settled down the new partner concluded 
he did not want to engage in the job 
and told Rawlins so. After giving Raw- 
tins the shake the fellow confided the 
matte: to H. R. Niederlander, an extra 
brakeman. Niederlander prom pity made 
up his mind to do a little detective work 
and asked tramp No. 2 to bring him into 
communication with Rawlins. This he 
consented to do, and they were brought 
together at the corner of Main and 
Water streets, where Niederlander and 
Rawlins at once got down,to business, 
which made tramp No. 2 afraid, and be 
left them. 
Rawlins told Niederlander 


all about the scheme to rob the meat 
market and how to work it, and the two 
arranged to work the game last night, 
and separated tp meet again toward 
evening.
